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TOWN AGAINST CITY 



• It is a matlcr of difficulty to partake to the full of the privileges 
of a university and at the same time to endeavour to enjoy the many 
advantages of city surroundings. Exclusive participation in one 
must necessarily limit the part that may be assumed in the other. 
At McGill, owing to its situation in a city, the undergraduate is con- 
stantly wavering between the inducements offered by the latter 
and the obligations placed upon him by his Alma Mater. The case 
is different, however, when the college is the hub of the town in 
which it is located. This can only be, of course, when the university 
has its site in a centre of comparatively small population ; when the 
university, rather than being a mere incident in the life of the com- 
munity is tlie very essence and personification of the community 
life; when college functions arc town functions, and college cele- 
brations town celebrations. In such an environment the. 'student 
finds it impossible, to cut himself adrift from the undergraduate rou- 
tine in which he has a definite place. 

Looked at from such an angle there is much to be said for the 
location of the university in the small town, although there are un- 
doubted benefits attached to its position in a city: as a member of 
this larger .sphere the student profits from the opportunities afforded 
for attendance at i)lays and operas, of hearing men of note speak 
in public, of indulging in the thousand and one attractions placed bc- 

. fore, the city dweller, all of which, as, one of a more limited popula- 
tion-he would be very apt to nii.ss. Accordingly, Ijearing these facts 
in mind, the student sitting at lectures in the city university niiust 
beware lost lie be lirawn awa}' from liis duties as a scholar and as a 
mem'bcr of his undergraduate society, by the multifarious diversions 

' of thd city. It is only by demonstrating that, while not blind to the 
advantages of thr city, he has not forgotten the purpose of his col- 
lege course that the bias in favour of the university of the small 
town can be removed. Whether this will ever be achieved in its 
entirety is doubtful. There will always be a delightful atmosphere 
attributable to the "college town"; always an enviable air of infor- 

^'' niality and exclusion associated with the doings of its .students, 

;'^:^|nch, justifia'bly or not, is heightened by the impressions which 
We gain of student life under such conditions. 

In the city the university must struggle against its environment, 
of whicfh it is but one of many elements ; in the town, the environ- 
ment is an aid to the university, from which it takes its source.

V AtlD IMAGINATION 




"The college rnan-docs not think for 
Imtelf; he lacks originality and imag- 
pOBtion." This is the expressed opin- 
ion of many so-called self-made men. 
; At first the statement appears too 
^ broB^ and generally .unfounded to 
merit any great degree, of considera- 
•^tten. It is, ho.wcvcr;" an opinion cur- 
Tent in certain hot too well informed 
?\clreles and for that rea^n should be 
refitted and csplained. 

Some great thinker once said that no 
hian thinks originally or gives his 
imagination full pl^y as long as he 
mores in the association of other men. 
He . is bound to assimilate; to learn and 
"to embellish his own ideas with the 
.. vfewpoint of another. The only man 
who can absolutely think for himself 
. is ht who can utterly isolate himself 
from the environment of other men 
, and who sets himself far enough from 
dvilisation to be alone. There he can 
best approximate the men who pion- 
r'' eered — who had to meet necessity upon 
their own i-csources. Willi no one 
about them they can indulge in a dc- 
^ee of intro.spcctiuii which will land 
them on a basis for original and imag- 
inative thought. . 
Thus it is obvious that no man iiiov- 
, ing in .society is free from ihc inflii- 
L, tace of environment. Me is constant- 
?: •, Ir learning from olh«*. He has litllc 




time to shut himself off long enough 
to let his mind operate originally on 
his own particular line. 

How much more, then, is it impos- 
sible lor a man in college to employ 
much imagination. His entire time 
and energy is taken up with the assim- 
ilation of facts from others and with 
learning men and their ideas. If ever 
in his life he is justified in lacking 
original thought it is in college for 
there his. business is -to take on knowl- 
edge and acquire the tools with which 
his imagination may work in later 
years. 

The whole fault with the above 
statement in regard to college men 
lacking originality and with those who 
advanced this idea is, that they have 
taken a bare statement out of its con- 
text and have attempted to establish 
it. -Throw the light of reason on such 
a theory and find out the clauses and 
conditions which justify and define it, 
and you have a condition not at all-un- 
cdmplinientary to college men. It is 
perfectly natural and in the due course 
of tilings. It should not be othcnvisc. 

.Acquire an education in college and 
it will serve as the basis for imagina- 
tion and priginal thought in business 
and professional life. — Daily Califor- 
niait. ..

regarded by him as excelling in this 
intuitional insight, had a knowledge 
of the stars that rendered the telescope 
dispensable. • 

Again, in 'the fifth paragraph, I am 
made to hold a view from which. I al- 
together dissent. 

I pass over parts of the report, which 
appear to be self-conflicting in order 
to say of the next to last paragraph 
that apparently some words, which 
might give connection io the sentence, 
have been omitted. The speaker's con- 
clusion was that the use of intuition to 
indicate a special kind or source of 
knowledge was unwarranted; that the 
belief there is any such exoteric wis- 
dom served to be quite illusory, and 
that'the employment of the term usual- 
ly conceded ignorance of the psycho- 
physical factors in operation, in every 
case suggesting a problem which de- 
manded investigation.

.\s a resuk of the recent flood :'n 
Corvallis, Oregon, Prof. Floyd W. Row- 
land, head of tlic departii^ent of chenii- 
cal engineering at Ihc Oregon Agricul- 
tural Cpllcge) swam and rowed four- 
t!ecn rtiilcs^ fforii his home io.mcet a 
class.

STUDENT SERFDOM 
Recently a promiitciit univcrsily pro- 
fessor made the statement tliat the days 
of serfdom were not past, that wc were 
witnessing a form of it in our schools 
and colleges at the present time. Vor 
proof of his statement he referred to 
the way in which the new classes com- 
ing into the institution toc> the mark as 
set by preceding generations. In all of 
the organizations of the schools the iii- 
comijig cl.iss bows itself and grovels be- 
fore liie supposed stipcriority of the old- 
er class. 

This may be a bit far-.fetclied when 
it is spoken of as serfdom, and there 
alio may be mudi justification in re- 
quiring the new-comer to humble him- 
self before being allowed the lull rights 
.ind privileges of the school or oi'gianiza- 
lion to which he seeks admission. In 
every walk of life the individual tliat 
e-vpects to rise must begin at the bottom 
and go through a period when the du- 
ties may not be as plcasajit as he would 
desire. And so it is with the college 
frcshma.n, if h; would get the benefits 
of Ihc school, of the class, of the organi. 
ration he must show' his willingness lo 
serve others. It is one of the virtues 
that goes to make up a useful cititcn. 

But the condition that really appears 
as 3, weight about our ' necks and one 
that smacks of old time serfdom is the 
slavish way . irt which the new cl.itses 
follow directly' in the old rut or groove 
as nif by rhr'n that have gone before 
The institution may have outgrown the 
old method.'?, yet for. lack of originality 
in the S3me old way that was. mapped out 
years before. Someone suggests a new 
idea, a iicw custom, or a new system for 
the stqdent body to remedy some «xist 
ing f,iult and immedutely multitudes of 
these student "serfs' llirow up their hands 
in horror Or. derision at the thought of 
breaking away froin ideas that have 
bound hand, foot and brain, Ciet out 
from undec the slavish rule of stagna- 
tion and wh'.n a. new idea is p^resented 
at least to give it the "once over" and a 
fair trial before condemning it as im- 
practical and impossible becaukc "wc 
didn't use to do it." — ^Th« Purdue Ex- 
ponent.

A DEFENSE OF SPORTS 
(Ohio Stale Lantern) . 
There have been so many attacks on 
intrrcolkgiatc athletics from individuals 
inside and outside of colleges that it is 
pleasant to read an article which points 
out the benefits and adv.intagcs, rather 
than the evils and disadvantages of the 
pros<nt-diy system of college sports, 

L. "\V. St. John; director of atlilbtics 
at the Ohio SfAtc Universjtj', is the au- 
thor of a paper which- is reviewed in 
the February issue of the Ohio Stale 
University monthly . In the article Di- 
rector St. John ably defends tlis pres- 
ent system of .atiilctics, admitting that 
there arc' sonic faults, pointing out some 
remedies of ccrinin conditions, but df. 
dining to bcconu excited over some of 
the sensational charges which have been 
brought against intercollegiate athletics 
recently. 

Classing the attendance of the public 
at college games as a "positirt ■benefit" 
rather than a detriment, and giving good 
reasons for so doing ■ ilie director may 
convince some of the doubters, who 
would have us bclieye that college ath- 
letics should be for the student body 
only. .As he says, large r.umbcrs of 
alumni are vitally interested in the out- 
come of the contests, and to bar them 



from tlw games would be to break a 
bond of sympathy and Royalty which now 
e;^istr> betwOMi the aluthiii and ' their 
.Alma Mai.er. 

The problem of \>hit to do •with the 
funds obtained by charging admissio;: 
to the games is solved by Director St. 
John, who mentioned, among other uses 
to which they could be put, the equip- 
ment of the learns, the building Of stadia, 
the development of- intraniurdl atliletics. 
and the employment of -i-esearch -profis- 
oorf. in phyjicsl education and related 
fields. 

He does not deny thit int^rcolie?n'.': 
atJiletics can be improved, and ser-y;- 
with some of the eritics that they should 
be regulated and contr.olled to a certain 
rxiri^t. but h»; sees no reasoii for their 
abolishment. He says ihat the'virtues of 
real sportsmanship must eliminate i.h'. 
"win-at-any-cot-t" element, and that tn- 
tercollegiite athletics should be a sample 
of pure sportsmanship. 

If by any means the athletic director's 
articles could he given Uie same amount 
of publicity that Ihc criticisms have re- 
ccived^ the impressions which have 
been created in the minds of many raad- 
cr.s tnight bî entirely chaiigcd.

Catlioliei.sni, Ihe speaker pointed out, 
was dilTerenlialeil from oilier Chrisli.in 
laitli> inaiidy iiy it-, rccogtiitioii of an in- 
tallihlc central aiiliiorily— tin- I'.ip.-icy. 

.Necordiiig lo Catholic i.achiiif^s, this 
authority is traced b.ick to St. Peter, 1» 
whom Jesus granied Ihe primacy. The 
anihorily rc.earding all Clitiicli il.H lrinrs 
is tlnis held sacred .itid rellijions inillis 
are considered ininiiitalilo. In this seem- 
ing' limitation of liberty the Catholic 
Church fortifies itself against the .in- 
roads of present day irreligious ten- 
dencies. This unquestioning altitude to- 
wards aulliorily which tin- religion tlc- 
maiids. is not iinieasonalde, sriid the 
speaker, when we consider that Scicmc 
also demands that we follow its laws on 
the authority of others. 

Ill the Catholic Church Scnice ihe. 
mass is the central clement hi (Ksiiiiction 
to I he Protestant service, which centres 
rallier round Ihc sermon. This cere- 
mony is regarded hy Cxitholics as a con- 
tinuation of Ihc Last Supper. Among 
the seven Sacraments of the Calholi.- 
Church is tlie man-iage ceremony: ihi,, 
arconnls no doubt for the strong sland 
talceii by Ihe Cliurcli against divorce in 
ils usual .-ipplication. 

The belief in a Purgatory is another 
distinct clement of Catholocism. Tran 
substantiation is also clearly a Cathnli,-. 
doctrine . 

Ill llic discussion which followed the 
address several interesting points were 
elucidatetl. Father Malloy took occa- 
sion to di.<pel several popular miscon- 
ceptions of Gatliolic practice. For in- 
st.mce, the sneaker pointed out in an- 
swer to a ipicstion, that the religion did 
not forbid laymen from reading Ihc 
Scriptures. The worship of images, he 
also explained, is directly contrary to 
Catholic teachings. 
Otto Klincbcrir, M.A-, presided.

His lack of so- 
phistication may cost him something 
some lime, but he has at letist siienl part 
of his life, without suspecting the mo- 
tives of cverj'one with whom he comes 
in contact . 



Too often the upperclassmen in col- 
lege assumes the role of the cynic in or- 
der to sufficiently impress his import- 
ance upon the younger students. He 
thinks diat his "man of thcworld" out- 
look on life — which is in 90 per cent of 
the eases ■inly a disguise— gives hint a 
higher pla^ i:i the estimation of the 
less-c.xpcrieiiced student. 

If a man has a .set of wonderful ideals 
l;t him go on beHc\Tng in them. A 
r.iiraclc may happen and he may go 
through life without having to ;dlcr his 
opinion of his fellow-men. Even Ihe 
most confirmed cynic has hidden about 
him somewhere the shreds of some 
ideals lo which he has held throughout 
his life. Do not make the mistake of 
sniîishing someone's ideals just because 
some of yotirs have proved false. — Ohio 
State Lantern.
